Funds Are Being Raised Locally 
by Miss Alice Miller. 



MOST WORTHY RELIEF MOVEMENT. 



more than a month past Amer- 
ican missionaries and Christian nat- 
tivesin Japan have written of the 
prevalence of famine conditions in 
the Northern Provinces of the Mika- 
dos' empire. In the great war with 
Russia, Japanese farmers left their 
fields and their homes by tens of 
thousands to follow the standards of 
their country, and to prevent it and 
the whole of Western Asia from fall- 
ing under the power of Russia. At 
what fearful cost the war was carried 
on the rest of the world will never 
know. The old men, women and 
children who were left behind made a 
brave but ineffectual struggle for ex- 
istence, but are now the victims of 
pinching poverty and must depend, 
at least until the next small crops are 
made, upon charity. 

Conservative estimates show that 
there are over 960,000 persons in 
Northern Japan who are now suffer- 
ing from actual starvation. The Jap- 
anese government is doing all it can 
through a relief system to relieve the 
suffering; but the long war which 
robbed Japan of thousands of her 
bravest sons, has so depleted the na- 
tional resources that the help afforded 
from that quarter is quite inadequate. 
Therefore the missionaries have ap- 
pealed tor aid from America as the 
friend of Japan. An urgent appeal 
for aid has recently been sent out 
from Japan signed by a committee of 
missionaries representing the various 
churches at work in the field. 

This appeal takes on a local inter- 
est for the people of Earlington and 
surrounding towns, for the reason 
that Miss Alice Miller, so well known 
and well beloved by our people, re- 
cently returned from her labors as a 
missionary in Japan, is actively in 
terested in this relief movement. The 
who can contrib- 
is fund to do so now. Miss 
Miller has already forwarded at least 
one remittance to Japan and has some 
other money in her hands which she 
hopes will be added to, so that a snug 
sum may be sent within the next 
week. We suggest that friends see 
Miss Miller and talk with her and give 
her their contributions. Or contribu-

1 think if you will ask the 
agent he will inform you that with 
but rare exceptions, say Fourth of 
July, circus and during the fair, there 
are ample seats in any three of the 
waiting rooms to care for all the pas- 
sengers booked for any one train. We 
are not expected, nor do we wish to 
furnish shelter and seats for the loaf- 
ers, and I think you will bear me out 
in the statement that but for these, 
and those who simply visit the station 
to see and be seen, there would be am- 
ple room on the platform and during 
inclement weather in the station, for 
those having business there. How- 
ever, as stated in the beginning, it Is 
our intention to make improvements 
that will be in keeping, in our opin- 
ion, with your city's advancement, 
but we hope you and your good peo- 
ple will endeavor to keep the loafers 
and other objectionable characters, as 
much as possible, from the platform,"

New York, Feb. 14 — The special seal* 
committee of the anthracite n»1 
ers, numbering 36 men. held Its flrsi 
meeting. Tuesday night, since coming 
to New York, at which it took up tht 
demands to be presented to the opera 
tors at the conference on Thursday 
The sub-committee which has hac 
charge of getting the grievances in 
shape for formal presentation to the 
employers, held an all-day session, but 
was unable to complete Its work. It 
order to save time to-day, it was de 
cided to call the full committee to- 
gether Tuesday, formally to go 
the work that had been completed. 

President Mitchell and the other 
members of the committee reaiaini si- 
' lent as to the exact nature of the de- 
mands to be made. It is understood, 
however, that the miners will put up a 
strong fight for a change in> the meth- 
ods of the board of conciliation. The 
mine workers are dissatisfied with the 
present method of settling difficulties, 
and say there will always be friction 
until a better method of settling dis- 
putes is found. There Is a growing be- 
lief that if the operators will be lib- 
eral In granting concessions to the vain- 
en, the demand for the recognition of 
the union will not be pressed. It is 
realized that it may require a consid- 
erable efTort to obtain even this re- 
mit. 

Edward McKay, of Pittsburg, a na- 
tional organizer in the miners' union, 
who was sent for by Mr. Mitchell for 
the purpose of discussing the situation 
In the Pittsburg district, is 111 In a Jer- 
sey City hospital. He was taken sick 
on a train while en route to New York. 
His condition Is not regarded as seri- 
ous. 

Hnve Agreed n Policy. 

New York, Feb 14.— The anthracite 
mine operators, including the presi- 
dents of the coal carrying railroads and 
several Independent operators, came 
a general agreement Tuesday as to the 
policy they will pursue at the confer- 
ence to be held on Thursday between 
themselves on the one hand and the 
president and other representatives of 
the United Mine Workers on the other. 
All the presidents of the anthracite 
roads and a number of Independent op- 
erators are expected to be present, and 
about 15 of the miners' committee. In- 
cluding President Mitchell. It Is ex- 
pected that the miners' committee will 
put forward their demands at the first 
meeting. The Intention of the opera- 
tors Is then to adjourn the meeting, In 
order to take time to consider their re- 
ply.
